To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Councils  of  the  United  South  West 
Districts  of  Shropshire. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  health  of  your  various  districts  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1966. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  United  Districts  has  been  estimated  to  be  35,070.  The  popu¬ 
lation  of  Atcham  is  estimated  to  have  increased  by  510,  but  the  population  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Clun  has  fallen  by  30.  The  population  of  Bishop’s  Castle  is  unchanged. 

The  standardised  Birth  Rate  for  Atcham  is  higher  than  the  figures  for  the  County  and  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  rate  for  Bishop’s  Castle  though  lower  than  the  County  compares 
closely  with  the  national  figure  whilst  the  rate  for  the  Rural  District  of  Clun  is  well  below  both 
the  rate  for  the  County  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  standardised  Death  Rate  on  the  other  hand  for  Atcham  is  lower  than  the  rates  for  the 
County  and  for  England  and  Wales  whilst  the  rates  for  Bishop’s  Castle  and  Clun  Rural  District 
compare  closely  with  the  County  rate  and  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

Notifications  of  statutorily  Notifiable  Diseases  were  66  less  than  for  1965.  Out  of  325  diseases 
notified  238  were  cases  of  Measles. 

In  Bishop’s  Castle  the  more  urgent  work  in  connection  with  the  environmental  health 
services  continued  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  staff  of  the  Clun  Rural  District  pending 
the  merging  of  the  two  Authorities  on  1st  April,  1967. 

In  Atcham  Rural  District  the  Housing  Survey,  details  of  which  appear  in  Section  C  of  the 
report,  was  completed.  The  Survey  has  been  carried  out  Parish  by  Parish  and  susequent  action 
has  been  taken  to  bring  about  the  improvement,  repair  or  demolition  of  substandard  houses. 
In  all  7,904  houses  have  been  surveyed  and  categorised. 

The  Council  completed  the  building  of  the  39  new  houses  in  the  year  which  were  under 
construction  at  the  31st  December,  1965. 

During  the  year  182  private  houses  were  built  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  95  were  under 
construction. 

In  the  Rural  District  of  Clun  the  provision  of  adequate  water  supplies  has  always  presented 
serious  problems  and  at  the  time  the  West  Shropshire  Water  Board  came  into  being,  the  pre¬ 
liminary  work  had  been  done  on  four  schemes  and  some  thought  had  been  given  to  linking  up 
these  individual  schemes  to  become  comprehensive. 

The  Board,  however,  have  prepared  a  much  more  comprehensive  scheme  which  although 
likely  to  be  expensive  will  provide  large  areas  of  Clun  with  a  good  wholesome  supply  of  water. 
This  scheme  when  carried  out  will  provide  water  in  areas  where  many  people  have  had  to  rely 
upon  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  sources. 
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The  scheme  for  re-sewering  Clun  after  the  disappointing  delays  encountered  in  1965  and  the 
early  part  of  1966  proceded  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  been  almost  completed. 

At  Lydbury  North  the  building  continued  on  ten  bungalows  for  old  people  and  these  were 
finished  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

A  Grouped  Dwellings  Scheme  for  Old  People  in  Clun,  commenced  in  1965,  was  completed 
in  August  1966. 

Details  of  the  Personal  Health  Services  operating  in  the  various  districts  and  statistics 
associated  with  them  are  republished  in  this  report  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  I  should  like  to  express  thanks  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
their  use,  and  also  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Surveyors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  of 
the  Districts  for  their  reports  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  which  form  Section  C  of  the  Report.

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


These  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  authority  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Child  Welfare  Centres 


Stone  House,  Bishop’s  Castle 
Public  Hall,  Pontesbury 


2nd  and  4th  Fridays 
2nd  and  4th  Tuesdays 


(b)  Family  Planning  Clinics 

The  Shrewsbury  and  District  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  operate  a  clinic  in 
the  County  Council’s  Welfare  Centre  at  Murivance,  Shrewsbury,  from  1.30  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m. 
on  Mondays  (Bank  Holidays  excepted),  and  from  2.0  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m.  on  Wednesdays.  An 
evening  clinic  is  also  held  from  6.0  p.m.  to  7.0  p.m.  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  in  the 
month. 


( c )  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Children 

Moral  Welfare  Workers  employed  by  the  Hereford  and  Lichfield  Diocesan  Associations 
(to  whom  the  County  Council  pay  annual  grants  of  £400  and  £900  respectively)  cover  the  District, 
being  based  as  follows: — 

Miss  P.  Barnes,  Lyme  Cottage,  Eardisland,  Leominster  (Pembridge  274). 

Mrs.  C.  M.  Gibson,  7  New  College  Road,  Shrewsbury  (Shrewsbury  6083). 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Jones,  25  Talbot  Chambers,  Market  Street,  Shrewsbury  (Shrewsbury  4900). 

The  County  Council  also  gives  substantial  grants  to  two  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  affiliated 
to  the  Lichfield  Diocese,  but  within  the  County,  to  which  cases  from  any  County  District  may 
be  admitted. 


(d)  Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

There  are  twenty  distribution  points  in  the  area  from  which  supplies  of  National  Welfare 
Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  A  and  D  tablets)  can 
be  obtained.  These  points  have  been  set  up  at  a  variety  of  places,  including  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
Post  Offices,  local  shops  and  private  houses. 

There  are  fourteen  such  points  in  the  Atcham  Rural  District,  five  in  the  Clun  Rural  District, 
and  one  in  the  Borough  of  Bishop’s  Castle. 
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Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 

The  County  Council  employ  a  total  of  15  midwives  in  the  District.  Throughout  the  whole 
area  they  undertake  district  nursing  as  well  as  midwifery  duties. 

Health  Visiting 

Five  full-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  in  the  combined  Districts 
in  addition  to  five  District  Nurse  Midwives  who  are  qualified  Health  Visitors  and  undertake  this 
work  as  part  of  their  duties. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  Central  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Abbey  Foregate,  Shrewsbury,  and  the  telephone  number 
is  Shrewsbury  6331.  A  new  full-time  Ambulance  Depot  was  opened  at  Craven  Arms  on  25th 
December,  1965,  replacing  the  former  Sub-Depots  at  Ludlow  and  Bishop’s  Castle.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  1966  there  were  16  ambulances  at  Shrewsbury,  6  dual  purpose  vehicles,  and  2  cars  for 
sitting  cases.  5  ambulances  and  2  dual  purpose  vehicles  were  based  at  Craven  Arms. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Protection  is  offered,  in  particular  to  pre-school  children,  school  children,  and  in  special 
circumstances  to  others,  against  Smallpox,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Polio¬ 
myelitis,  and  to  children  of  thirteen-years  and  over  against  Tuberculosis. 

The  immunisation  procedure  is  carried  out  in  many  cases  by  General  Medical  Practitioners, 
and  by  School  Medical  Officers  in  Clinics  and  Schools. 

Travellers  to  countries  where  Yellow  Fever  is  endemic  are  given  protection  but  a  fee  of  14s. 
is  charged  for  this  service.  Immunisation  sessions  for  which  patients  are  given  appointments  are 
held  at  the  Shirehall,  The  Column,  Shrewsbury  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  in  the  month  at 
3  p.m. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

(a)  All  home  nurses  and  midwives  hold  a  small  supply  of  minor  articles  of  nursing  equipment 
such  as  hot  water  bottles,  air  rings,  bed  pans  and  feeding  cups  for  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home. 

(b)  The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  falls  to  Regional  Hospital  Boards  to  provide  in  the  way 
of  Sanatoria  and  Chest  Clinics,  but  the  preventive  and  after-care  side  of  the  work  is  shared  between 
the  Hospital  Boards  and  Local  Health  Authorities.  The  County  Council  for  their  share  provide 
open-air  Shelters  where  required.  They  also  join  with  Regional  Boards  in  making  from  time  to 
time  local  arrangements  for  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys,  and  through  their  Health 
Visitors  undertake  a  considerable  amount  of  follow-up  work  with  patients.  Extra  nourishment 
may  in  necessitous  cases  be  provided. 

(c)  Arrangements  are  made  under  this  section  for  the  convalescence  of  persons  not  requiring 
special  medical  or  nursing  care. 

(d)  Through  their  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Health  Visitors,  the  County  Council  are 
responsible  for  the  supervision  in  their  own  homes  of  mentally  handicapped  persons  and  also 
for  helping  general  medical  practitioners  to  secure  hospital  treatment  for  those  persons  who 
become  mentally  unbalanced.

Domestic  Help 

This  area  is  for  the  most  part  served  from  three  Home  Help  Offices.  The  Shrewsbury  Office, 
which  is  open  from  Monday  to  Friday,  deals  with  the  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  Atcham  Rural 
District.  There  is  an  office  in  Church  Stretton,  open  on  Monday  mornings  and  Thursday  after¬ 
noons,  whilst  the  cases  in  the  Clun  Rural  District  are  served  from  the  Ludlow  Home  Help  Office, 
which  is  open  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons.  A  few  cases  on  the  eastern  borders 
of  the  Atcham  Rural  District  may  fall  to  be  dealt  with  by  either  the  Wellington  or  the  Bridgnorth 
Home  Help  Offices.

The  majority  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Shrewsbury  office  were  resident  in  the  Borough. 


Hospital  Service 

Complementary  to  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  provisions 
of  Part  HI  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  are  provided 
by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Act. 

The  United  Districts  are  reasonably  well  supplied  with  hospitals  under  the  Nos.  15  and  16 
Hospital  Management  Committees,  and  by  Consultants  based  on  the  principal  hospitals  but  who 
hold  Specialist  Clinics  at  many  of  the  smaller  hospitals  in  the  area. 

For  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Copthorne  Hos¬ 
pital,  Shrewsbury,  and  at  Wellington,  whilst  for  patients  from  the  south  of  the  Districts,  a  Chest 
Clinic  is  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  each  month  at  1 1  a.m.  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Clifton- 
ville,  Dinham,  Ludlow.  Although  this  clinic  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  it  is, 
for  convenience,  held  at  the  County  Council’s  Centre. 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  undertaken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  but  no  such  public  surveys  were  undertaken  within  the  area 
of  the  United  Districts  during  the  current  year. 
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Venereal  Diseases  Clinic 


This  Clinic  is  held  at  1  Belmont,  Shrewsbury,  and  is  provided  by  the  Shrewsbury  Group 
Hospital  Management  Committee  as  part  of  the  hospital  and  specialist  services.  The  Medical 
Officers  in  charge  are  Dr.  J.  P.  G.  Rogerson  and  Dr.  E.  M.  McCarter.  The  Clinic  also  serves 
the  neighbouring  Counties  of  Montgomeryshire  and  Radnorshire.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  is  extensively  used  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  samples  and  sewage  effluents  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Chester. 

Good  laboratory  facilities  are  very  necessary  to  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  and  I 
should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  of  the  Shrewsbury  Laboratory,  and  his  staff 
for  their  assistance,  in  particular  perhaps  for  their  invaluable  advice  when  some  bacteriological 
or  epidemiological  problem  arises.

SECTION  C 


BOROUGH  OF  BISHOP’S  CASTLE 


Water  Supply 

The  water  position  in  the  town  has  not  given  any  trouble  throughout  the  year  and  a  start 
has  been  made  on  the  scheme  which  will  enable  water  from  the  borehole  at  Oakley  to  be  used 
by  the  properties  situated  between  the  Cabin  service  reservoir  and  the  old  Maes  Gwyn  source. 
Almost  all  the  properties  in  the  borough  will  then  have  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  water 
from  the  public  mains. 


Sewage  Disposal 

General  maintenance  at  the  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  very  good  throughout  the  year 
and  a  reasonable  standard  of  effluent  has  been  achieved.  There  was  some  trouble  due  to  a  large 
influx  of  very  heavy  farm  manure  each  day.  This  was  found  to  be  caused  by  the  washing  down 
of  a  cowshed  without  prior  disposal  of  solids.  Co-operation  by  the  farmer  concerned  has  made  a 
great  difference  to  the  nature  of  the  discharge  with  obvious  benefit  to  the  works. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  has  continued  to  operate  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  The  men  are 
very  co-operative  with  the  public  and  there  have  been  virtually  no  complaints  about  them.  There 
have  however  been  some  justified  complaints  about  the  tip  which  being  near  the  side  of  a  road 
is  subject  to  unauthorised  tipping  by  people  who  dump  old  iron,  cookers  etc.  either  just  inside 
or  even  outside  the  fence  making  the  whole  place  most  untidy.  A  bulldozer  is  needed  occasionally 
to  tidy  it  up.  There  was  also  an  infestation  of  rats  on  the  tip  which  were  difficult  to  control. 


Rodent  Control 

This  work  has  again  been  confined  to  dealing  with  complaints  as  and  when  they  have  been 
received.  There  have  been  no  major  infestations  and  no  proven  case  of  warfarin  resistance. 


Improvement  Grants 

There  were  three  applications  for  discretionary  grants  all  of  which  were  approved  and  which 
cost  £-100  each. 

There  were  also  three  standard  grants  approved  at  an  average  cost  of  £1 12  each. 


Market 

Some  work  had  to  be  carried  out  in  order  to  provide  covered  accommodation  for  pigs  and 
calves.  This  was  done  at  minimal  cost  by  constructing  pens  under  the  roof  of  an  existing  open 
fronted  shed.  The  level  of  sales  had  not  changed  much  and  remains  relatively  small.  The  Council 
continued  to  be  responsible  for  cleaning  the  market  after  sales. 
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Food  Inspection 

The  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  dealt  with  65  cattle,  120  pigs  and  532  lambs. 
All  carcases  were  inspected  and  only  a  very  small  amount  of  offal  had  to  be  condemned. 

In  the  course  of  visits  to  shops  19  lbs  of  bacon  was  condemned  due  to  the  onset  of  putrefaction.

Refuse  Collection 

There  was  no  radical  change  in  the  collection  service  during  the  year,  but  1966  saw  the  first 
complete  year  of  combined  tipping  operations  with  the  Shrewsbury  Corporation  at  Boars  Den 
tip,  Weeping  Cross. 

The  collection  vehicles,  all  modern  rear  compression  loaders,  consisted  of  three  Dennis 
Paxit  18/24  cu.  yd.,  and  one  Karrier  10/12  cu.  yd.  fore  and  aft  tipper. 

Over  5,000  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  and  a  mileage  of  49,041  miles  was  travelled  by  all 
vehicles  during  the  year,  this  being  a  slight  increase  over  1965  figures. 

The  number  of  staff  for  refuse  collection  was  fifteen,  including  the  foreman,  but  in  addition, 
temporary  staff  were  needed  on  occasions  because  of  an  unprecedented  amount  of  illness  amongst 
the  regular  staff  in  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

The  demand  for  a  weekly  collection  service  increased  during  the  year;  all  the  requests  for  this 
improvement  in  the  service  came  from  persons  resident  in  the  urbanised  parts  of  the  district 
where  there  are  not  the  same  facilties  for  the  burning  of  combustible  rubbish.  It  is  also  noticeable 
that  the  amount  of  trade  refuse,  particularly  packaging  materials,  is  increasing  and  the  Council 
has  been  under  pressure  to  remove  this  type  of  refuse  from  retail  shops  and  business  premises. 

The  Corporation  of  Shrewsbury,  by  agreement  with  this  Council,  began  to  use  the  Boars  Den 
tip  to  dispose  of  their  refuse  in  December  1965,  and  after  a  full  year’s  joint  tipping  the  venture 
appears  to  be  successful,  resulting  in  a  50%  saving  to  this  Council  in  tip  operating  costs.  There 
is  also  the  added  advantage  that,  the  Corporation  having  made  their  bulldozer  available,  we  now 
have  a  second  machine  to  take  over  in  case  of  failure  or  maintenance. 

Tipping  by  private  contractors  (at  a  cost  of  five  shillings  per  load)  has  continued  satisfac¬ 
torily,  and  has  resulted  in  an  income  of  approximately  £850  for  the  year.  The  tip  is  filling  fairly 
rapidly,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  last  another  two  years,  this  being  dependent  on  how  much 
of  the  existing  soil  can  be  excavated  to  make  room  for  further  tipping. 

The  Council’s  dustbin  hiring  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1955,  and  has  been  a  success:  a 
total  of  336  bins  were  issued  in  1966,  and  a  total  of  over  3,000  bins  have  been  issued  since  the 
scheme  commenced.  There  are  now  very  few  houses  in  the  district  without  a  proper-made 
dustbin. 


Rodent  Control 

Although  the  Council’s  rodent  control  scheme  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  for  most 
of  the  year,  the  autumn  brought  a  pronounced  increase  in  demand  for  the  service,  and  allied  to 
the  spread  of  warfarin-resistance  in  rats  on  the  western  fringe  of  the  district,  this  meant  that 
Mr.  L.  V.  Aston,  the  Council’s  Operator,  was  unable  to  keep  up  to  date  with  his  timetable:  the 
Council  authorised  the  employment  of  a  temporary  Operator  to  assist  for  a  limited  period. 

Most  of  the  work  was  undertaken  on  a  Contract  basis  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
held  95  contracts  on  various  properties.

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Housing  Survey  and  Slum  Clearance 

The  housing  survey  programme  which  commenced  in  November  1963  was  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  during  which  time  nearly  8,000  houses  were  surveyed  and  categorised  as 
follows : —

These  figures  confirm  earlier  calculations  that  at  the  time  of  the  survey  some  1,876  (23.7%) 
houses  in  the  district  were  unfit  for  habitation  in  varying  degrees,  although  only  8.6%  of  dwellings 
were  considered  incapable  of  repair  and  improvement  at  reasonable  expense.  It  is  calculated 
however,  that  approximately  200  houses  in  the  district  have  been  made  fit  since  the  survey 
commenced. 

A  laid-on  water  supply  was  provided  in  92%  of  houses,  and  water-closet  sanitation  was 
provided  in  78%. 

The  occupants  of  18%  of  the  houses  relied  on  chemical  or  pail  closet  sanitation,  but  in 
slightly  over  4%  of  houses,  the  sanitation  was  completely  unsatisfactory. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  classified  as  unfit  suffered  from  structural  defects  in  addition  to 
the  absence  of  amenities.  In  some  instances,  houses  were  classified  as  unfit  solely  because  of  the 
structural  condition  (usually  dampness)  although  all  modern  amenities  were  provided,  and  it 
seems  to  be  false  economy  to  spend  considerable  amounts  of  money  in  providing  modern  ameni¬ 
ties  whilst  ignoring  the  structural  state  of  the  house. 

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  (following  the  service  of  ‘time-and-place’  notices),  a 
total  of  108  unfit  houses  and  made  demolition  orders  on  75,  closing  orders  on  29  and  accepted 
plans  for  improvement  in  respect  of  the  remaining  4  houses. 

A  total  of  33  families  were  rehouses  from  sub-standard  houses  during  the  year — a  slight 
improvement  on  the  previous  year. 


Water  Supplies  and  Sampling 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  Inspectors  during  the  year  in  connection  with  water  supplies 
was  469,  and  a  total  of  353  samples  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination;  in  addition, 
a  further  three  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  majority  of  the  samples  were  obtained  in  conjunction  with  the  Council’s  housing  survey 
programme,  althought  the  number  of  samples  was  considerably  less  than  1965  because  of  the 
availability  of  mains  water  in  more  of  the  parishes  surveyed  in  1 966. 

The  results  of  the  samples  taken  from  springs  and  wells  indicate  that  65%  of  these  supplies 
were  considered  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  Estate  supplies  to  the  village  of  Longnor, 
Rushton  and  Uppington  are  known  to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory,  and  simple  chlorina¬ 
tion  plants  have  been  installed  and  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  owners  to  produce  a  satis¬ 
factory  supply  to  each  village.

The  condition  of  village  shops  generally  continues  to  improve  and  modernisation  works 
were  carried  out  in  several  shops  during  the  year.  At  Longnor  the  old  shop  was  closed,  and  a  new 
shop  erected  complying  with  modern  hygienic  requirements. 

Inspection  of  all  the  cafes  and  restaurants  in  the  district  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  very  good.  Some  of  the  older  public  houses  (mainly 
in  the  remoter  villages)  are  not  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  desired,  and  Brewery  Companies  and 
the  Licensing  Magistrates  have  been  consulted  with  a  view  to  improvements. 

The  61  retailers  of  ice-cream  in  the  district  sell  the  pre-packed  products  of  the  large  national 
ice-cream  manufacturers,  who  have  the  laboratory  facilities  and  staff  to  ensure  that  their  products 
are  of  a  high  standard  of  purity,  and  the  samples  obtained  during  the  year  were  of  a  satisfactory 
standard.

During  the  year  the  Council  received  5  applications  for  new  licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  138  licenced  installations  in  the  district  of  which  41  were 
held  by  petrol  retailers. 

Some  of  the  older  installations  fall  short  of  Home  Office  recommendations  and  there  are  a 
small  number  of  retailing  installations  (principally  in  the  developing  villages)  which  must  be 
considered  to  have  a  limited  life. 


Housing  Management 

The  total  of  permanent  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  risen  to  1,277,  necessitating 
the  employment,  through  Contractors,  of  at  least  five  men  full-time  and  several  others  part-time. 
A  total  of  2,277  repair  instructions  were  issued  during  the  year  to  all  trades,  and  all  urgent  and 
pressing  work  was  carried  out.  The  limitations  imposed  by  the  housing  repair  fund  has  meant 
that  some  less  urgent  work  has  had  to  be  postponed,  and  it  is  noticeable  that  the  older,  pre-war 
houses  now  require  more  and  more  structural  attention. 

For  the  first  time  for  several  years,  no  frost  damage  was  suffered  during  the  year. 

The  Midlands  Electricity  Board  have  begun  to  draw  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  the  electrical  earthing  of  some  of  the  Council’s  houses,  many  of  which  have  been 
erected  since  the  war  and  it  is  clear  that  the  provision  of  satisfactory  earths  is  likely  to  involve 
the  Council  in  considerable  expense  in  the  future. 

Re-Housing  during  1966 

During  the  year  a  total  of  118  families  were  re-housed  (a  slight  increase  on  1965)  and  these

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  families  re-housed  from  sub-standard  accom¬ 
modation,  but  the  completion  of  the  housing  survey  has  meant  that  there  are  nearly  250  con¬ 
demned  houses  still  occupied  in  the  district:  although  a  large  proportion  of  these  houses  are 
occupied  by  elderly  people  who  have  no  wish  to  be  disturbed,  there  is  still  an  urgent  need  for 
further  accommodation  for  those  applicants  who  would  like  a  better  standard  of  housing. 

The  completion  of  the  Group  Bungalow  scheme  at  Ford  during  the  year  met  the  demand 
from  the  elderly  in  the  western  parishes  of  the  district,  but  the  demand  in  other  areas  (particu¬ 
larly  Pontesbury)  continues  to  grow.  An  analysis  of  the  applications  shows  that  the  need  for  one 
and  two  bedroomed  dwellings  is  approximately  equal,  being  twice  that  for  the  larger  house.  The 
number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  is  461,  and  a  total  of  201  applications  were  received 
during  the  year. 

Clearance  of  the  Airfield  sites  has  continued,  with  five  being  closed  during  the  year,  three  at 
Atcham  and  two  at  Grafton.  Hutments  in  occupation  at  31st  December  1966  were: —

Water  Supplies 

The  West  Shropshire  Water  Board  made  a  start  on  the  scheme  to  supply  the  Pennerley  and 
Bog  areas,  the  source  being  the  borehole  at  The  Knapp,  Pennerley  which  was  sunk  by  this 
Council  the  year  before  the  formation  of  the  Board. 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  scheme  will  be  completed  before  the  summer  of  1967. 

New  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  comprehensive  scheme  serving  Lydham,  More,  Norbury, 
Wentnor,  Edgton,  Hopesay,  Clunbury,  Clunton,  Hopton  Castle  and  through  to  Bucknell  have 
been  prepared  and  the  Council  agreed  that  the  Water  Board  should  obtain  permission  to  carry 
out  the  works  as  soon  as  possible. 

Two  very  useful  lengths  of  main  have  been  laid  both  of  which  form  part  eventually  of  the 
large  scheme  but  fill  an  urgent  need  now.  The  first  has  taken  water  from  Bucknell  to  Bedstone 
and  the  other  has  linked  Clunbury  to  the  Clungunford  supply  via  Beambridge.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  There  are  still  difficulties  on  two  of  the  tips 
due  to  softness  and  difficulty  in  tipping  over  an  edge.  A  bulldozer  is  hired  at  intervals  to  level 
and  tidy  the  surfaces.  When  this  Council  amalgamates  with  the  Borough  of  Bishop’s  Castle  in 
April  1967  a  second  vehicle  will  be  available  and  new  schedules  will  be  prepared  which  will 
result  in  all  the  present  monthly  collections  being  changed  to  fortnightly. 

Sewerage  Schemes 

The  scheme  to  sewer  Clun  Town  and  construct  treatment  works  at  Clun  Green  was  very  near 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  has  been  a  very  troublesome  scheme  from  the  construction 
point  of  view  and  everyone  is  disappointed  with  the  long  delays  caused  by  the  original  contractor 
withdrawing  due  to  bankruptcy  and  a  new  firm  having  to  be  obtained  to  continue  the  work. 

The  proposed  scheme  to  serve  Bedstone  and  Bucknell  is  now  ready  for  submission  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  his  approval.  The  Worthen  area  scheme  is  held 
up  by  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  site  for  the  disposal  works  and  alternative  sites  are  being 
investigated.  The  proposed  scheme  to  sewer  Kinsley  Road,  Knighton  and  to  pump  the  sewerage 
into  Knighton  Urban  District  Council’s  sewers  has  now  been  finalised  as  to  detail  and  will  be 
submitted  for  approval  in  1967.  Permission  to  discharge  into  the  Urban  District  Council’s  system 
cannot  be  given  until  their  works  have  been  enlarged  and  a  contract  for  this  work  is  expected  to 
commence  early  in  1967  and  to  take  some  nine  months  to  complete. 

Smaller  schemes  at  Chirbury  and  Newcastle  are  held  up  due  to  difficulties  in  obtaining 
agreed  District  Valuer’s  reports  on  the  land  required.

Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  43  grants  were  approved  18  being  discretionary  and  25  standard.  The  average 
cost  of  the  discretionary  grants  is  now  £360  per  property  and  of  standard  grants  £186  per 
property. 

Rodent  Control 

The  operator  is  experiencing  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  the  volume  of  work  caused  by  the 
fact  that  most  of  the  district  is  now  in  the  area  where  rats  which  are  resistant  to  warfarin  may  be 
found.  In  this  area  we  are  asked  to  use  only  acute  poisons  in  order  not  to  kill  off  non-resistant 
rats  and  leave  pockets  of  resistant  ones  to  breed.  Much  greater  care  is  needed  in  the  use  of  acute 
poisons  and  more  time  per  treatment  cannot  be  avoided.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  are  carrying  out  treatments  in  a  band  around  the  “Resistant  Area”  in  an  attempt  to 
contain  it.

No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  any  of  the  Districts.  Children  can  be 
immunised  against  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis,  either  by  the  family  doctors  or  at  the  Schools 
or  Infant  Welfare  Centres  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Health  Department.  The  last 
cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  any  of  the  Districts  were  in  the  year  1949.

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  districts  during  the  year. 


CANCER 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer,  including  leukaemia,  in  the  three  Districts  was  72. 
This  gives  a  death  rate  of  2.06  per  1 ,000  of  the  population.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  of 
deaths  was  64. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  this  disease,  10  were  in  the  lungs  or  bronchus  (4  male  and  6  female). 
The  percentage  of  the  cases  in  the  lungs  or  bronchus  was  13.89  per  cent  (in  1965  it  was  18.8 
per  cent).

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  17  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  crude  death-rate 
was  10.05  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  corrected  death-rate  for  each  of  the  Districts  is 
given  in  the  table  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report. 

The  three  chief  causes  of  death  were  as  in  previous  years,  Heart  and  Circulatory  diseases, 
Vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and  Malignant  diseases. 

There  were  11  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  10  deaths  from  other  accidents. 

It  will  be  noticed  also  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  infectious  diseases  (diphtheria, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever),  which  used  to  be  the  cause  of  death  among  young 
children,  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  poliomyelitis.
